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North Franklin County Nursing Service 


To the Citizens of the Town of Industry: 


I submit the report of the North Franklin County Nursing Service 
from January 1, 1941, to December 31, 1941. 

Visits were made to the homes of one mother, ten infants and ten 
preschool children in the interest of general health. Two visits were 
made in the interest of crippled children’s cases, three in follow-up of a 
Tuberculosis case and two to the homes of individuals who were ill. 

The nurse’s inspections were carried out in the three schools. Forty- 
six children were seen. Records were completed. Reports were prepared 
and sent to the parents. Three conferences were held with the teachers 
in reference to the defects found. Plans were made and five children 
were given dental corrections. 

As a result of nurse’s inspections in the schools, the defects were 
evaluated and united effort was made to increase the number of cor- 
rections and, it is felt, this has been accomplished. The nurse worked 
in close cooperation with your teachers who were most helpful in stressing 
the needs for corrections. 

Your County is fortunate in having the facilities of the dental clinics 
made possible by the local dentists and Hospital. The public health 
nurses of the Hospital area are given the opportunity to admit school 
children who otherwise might not have the opportunity to visit the 
dentists. Each month the Hospital maintains the services of Crippled 
children’s clinics with an Orthopedic Surgeon in charge to which we 
may direct any individuals who appear to have any deforming condi- 
tions if their family physicians desire these services. Each month a 
chest clinic, sponsored by the Bureau of Health, is held at the Hospital 
so that Tuberculosis cases and their contacts may be followed-up. 

Reference was made in the 1940 report to the fact that the nurse 
would endeavor to increase her visits to the homes of mothers, infants, 
and preschool children for the purpose of discussing general health 
habits of living. This was done. Literature was given the mothers 
and discussions were carried out in reference to diet, rest, fresh air, 
health habits and child training. 

As an educational feature of this Service, each year the Maine 
Public Health Association provides us with literature, posters, movie 
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films and milk bottle caps carrying the Early Diagnosis Campaign 
Slogan. These were delivered early in April to schools, industries, 
stores, business establishments and dairies. 

As has been the custom for a number of years, space was allotted 
the County nurses at the Franklin County Fair grounds. Literature 
pertaining to all phases of health was available upon request, posters 
were displayed, and the most recent films were shown in reference to 
Tuberculosis, Cancer, and Syphilis. It was felt that a gratifying number 
of people saw these pictures and requested literature. 

A group talk on Mental Hygiene was given to the Farm Bureau. 

In summarizing the Year’s program, the nurse finds that the home 
visits to mothers and infants, to preschool and school ages and all 
groups have been invaluable. She found that through these visits, she 
has been able to inform the public as to her functions, to explain the 
meaning of findings of defects and so often to help direct the individuals 
toward the means of corrections. 

Through these visits she has been able to overcome the belief that 
the public health nurse works only with indigent cases. She finds 
people are most interested to learn that the objective of the Service is 
to aid in maintaining the best public health and to suggest measures 
toward the best healthful living to find symptoms of defects and help 
plan for corrections and to urge measures such as protective treatments 
to prevent certain diseases. 

In the Allens Mills school one pupil qualified for the Seven Point 
Pin and Certificate, and in the Goodridge Corner school 8 children 
received the award, and the school received a 50°4 Dental Certificate. 
The Allens Mills school received a Certificate of Achievement. 

Never before have we been so aware of the need for the best we can 
maintain in health. We are concerned with the fact that not only do 
we need the best we have in physique for fighting men in this war, 
but we must endeavor to attain the best possible physical health for our 
future generation. That future generation depends so much upon the 
best possible public health measures carried out now. 

The Nurse wishes to take this opportunity to express her apprecia- 
tion to the citizens who have participated in the health activities.

North Franklin County Nursing Service 


To the Citizens of the Town of Industry: 


[ submit the report of the North Franklin County Nursing Service 
from January 1, 1942 to December 31, 1942. 

One visit was made to a prenatal case. General health habits and 
plans were discussed. One visit was made to the physician in reference 
to this case. Nine home and eight office visits were made to the homes 
of infants and six to homes of preschool children. General health 
habits were discussed with their parents. Two home visits were made 
in the interest of a crippled child. In two visits no one was found at 
home. Twelve interviews were held with other workers in reference 
to the work. One talk was given to a group of twelve Farm Bureau 
women. The topic was “ Mental Hygiene.” 

Eighteen conferences were held with the teachers of the three 
schools in reference to defects and corrections. Eighteen visits were 
made to the homes of school children. Defects were discussed and the 
parents were urged to consult their doctors, dentists, and oculists. 

In the spring the nurse assisted the District Health Office at an 
immunization clinic held at each school. Thirty-four were vaccinated 
against smallpox, three preschool and twenty-three school children and 
adults received inoculations against diphtheria. 

The dental clinics at the Hospital have been postponed for the dura- 
tion. The Hospital in conjunction with the State Bureau of Health, 
maintains the facilities of a chest clinic to which family doctors may 
direct patients who manifest symptoms of tuberculosis or who are con- 
tacts and actual cases. In a similar manner an orthopedic clinic is held. 
Children and adults who manifest signs of deforming conditions may 
be seen by an orthopedic surgeon upon the request of the family doctor. 

Each year an educational program is sponsored by the Maine Public 
Health Association during the month of April. This year we received 
educational literature, posters, and movie films. Literature and posters 
were distributed in Avon. This material pertains to the value of the 
Early Diagnosis of Tuberculosis and its treatment and care. 
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Again, this year, the North and South Franklin County Nursing 
Services were allotted space at the County Fairgrounds. The most 
recent films were chosen in reference to Tuberculosis, dental care, nutri- 
tion, and syphilis. Literature pertaining to all phases of health was 
distributed upon request. Greater interest was shown in the films and 
literature this year. 

In summary the Nursing Service has been affected by the war effort 
in that clinic facilities have been lessened, and, due to tire conservation, 
visits have been lessened. Yet, the need for Public Health Education 
is ever increasing. With this thought in mind, the Nursing Service 
will strive to reach and inform the public in the best possible healthful 
living. This is the role it plays toward fortifying the Home Front 
where our right for such a liberty is being fought at the Battle Front. 

The Nurse wishes to take this opportunity to express her appreci- 
ation to all citizens who have participated in the health activities.
